1-18. Cancelled. 

19. (Amended) A honey composition consisting es s e ntially o f comprising : 

(a) at l e a s t 35 w e ight p e rc e n t of natural honey; and 

(b) about 35 to 50 weight percent of an extender selected from the group consisting of 
a C2-6 polyol, raffmose, stachyose, non-metabolizable dietary fiber, and mixtures 
thereof; 

wherein the honey product contains less than 25 weight percent glucose and less 
than 25 weight percent fructose. 

20. (Previously Presented) The honey product of claim 19, consisting essentially of: 

(a) at least 40 weight percent of natural honey; and 

(b) from 35 to 50 weight percent of said extender. 

21 . (Amended) The honey product of claim 19, consisting essentially of: 

(a) from [[35]]40 to 50 weight percent of natural honey; and 

(b) from 35 to 50 weight percent of said extender. 

22. (Previously Presented) The honey product of claim 19, wherein the honey product has a 
viscosity of about 8,500 to 1 1,000 centipoise. 

23. (Previously Presented) The honey product of claim 19, wherein the C2-6 polyol is selected 
from the group consisting of mannitol, sorbitol, xylitol, dulcitol, arabinitol, and mixtures thereof. 

24. (Previously Presented) The honey product of claim 1 9, wherein the C2-6 polyol is sorbitol. 

25. (Previously Presented) The honey product of claim 19, wherein the dietary fiber is oat bran. 

26. (Previously Presented) The honey product of claim 19, wherein the dietary fiber is obtained 
from psyllium seed. 
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27. (Previously Presented) A honey product consisting essentially of: 

(a) natural honey, and 

(b) about 39 to about 41 weight percent sorbitol. 
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
